The New Community Recreation 
Center has been cleared for take off! 

Long envisioned by New Communi- 
ty, the path to reality seemed cluttered 
with obstacles for the last seven years, 
but the vitally needed center was 
given approval for funding with the 
dedication of the proceeds of a Capital 
Bond Ordinance previously adopted 
regarding the “Old Morris Avenue 
Pool” to this project. 

Located adjacent to the recently 
renovated Springfield Avenue Branch 
of the Newark Public Library on 
Hayes Street, the one-story multipur- 
pose recreation center would be a 
public/private partnership between 
the City of Newark and New Com- 
munity. Using the $1,150,000 Capital 
Bond Ordinance for part of the con- 
struction cost, New Community Cor- 
poration will provide the land and ap- 
proximately $600,000 towards the re- 
mainder of the construction. 

The Center will be operated by New 
Community at no expense to the City. 

Included in the 16,750 square foot 
facility will be a regulation size

A few months ago, there was a 
groundbreaking ceremony for Phase 
II of New Community Corporation’s 
Bayview Courts Affordable Housing 
project in Jersey City. Today, there’s 
evidence that perseverance and co- 
operation can help produce the re- 
quisite outcome. 

Construction on Bayview Courts, 
Phase II, was commenced on 
September 14, 1992. Bayview Courts 
is the second phase of a 33 unit 
townhouse rental project; Phase I of 
this project created 15 three (3) 
bedroom rental units. This second 
phase will contain eighteen (18) units 
— nine (9) two-story structures — 
which will be constructed on two ad-

jacent sites. Four of the 18 units wi 
accommodate handicapped in- 
dividuals. These units will have two 
bedrooms. The other 14 units will have 
three bedrooms. Included in all of the 
units are spacious kitchen, living 
room, a room to accommodate a 
washer and dryer, linen closet, etc.

New Community views Bayview 
Courts as a journey of a thousand 
miles, which begins with the first step; 
this is the second step for New Com- 
munity into Jersey City and soon our 
accomplishments in this city will mir- 
ror that of our accomplishments in 
Newark. 

Prospective tenants are selected 
from the state’s referral list once they 
have mailed the preliminary applica- 
tion back to the Department of Com- 
munity Affairs. Interested residents of 
Jersey City who would like an applica- 
tion should do either the following: (1) 
go to Sacred Heart Parish located a 
block away from the construction site, 
or (2) call (609) 292-9795 or (609) 
984-3380. Because of the subsidies in- 
volved in this project, Jersey City 
residents have first preference, then 
Hudson County residents, etc.

House Select Committee On Hunger 


Eight of the nation’s most in- 
novative grass-roots programs in the 
battle against domestic hunger and 
poverty were showcased in a hearing 
before the House Select Committee on 
Hunger, Thursday, September 24th. 

New Community was one of them. 

Florence Williams, Director of 
Human Services, described the effec- 
tive initiatives with which New Com- 
munity has rebuilt a swath of the Cen- 
tral Ward of Newark in sound, well- 
kept, low-cost housing served by an ar- 
ray of social services, and returned a 
supermarket to the community 
residents who had lost easy access to 
affordable, quality food. 

Msgr. Linder addressed the group on 
September 30th regarding the hous- 
ing and economic development efforts 
of New Community. 

The presentations were made on 
behalf of World Hunger Year’s 
Reinvesting in America Program 
whose staff selected the eight 
organizations to be presented from 
more than 200 in its database on the 
basis of the creativity of their efforts 
to help poor Americans escape pover- 
ty through their own efforts, along 
with the programs’ high potential for 
being replicated as a matter of na- 
tional policy. 

Ms. Williams offered four recom- 
mendations on behalf of New Com- 
munity for demonstration programs 
which would support the creation or 
expansion of programs which lead to 
self-sufficiency through economic and 
social development. 


First, funding should be set aside for 
community development corporation 
(CDC’s) to creatively blend funding 
and eliminate administrative road 
blocks that prevent them from pro- 
viding cost efficient services that meet 
real needs. “We want to treat in- 
dividuals and families holistically, 
through seamless services instead of 
piece meal, through categorical fun- 
dings,” she stated. 


Second, the review of funding 


streams with flat funding, such as the 
Older Americans Act which supports 
chore services programs for Medicare 
recipients. A mechanism to increase 
grant levels, at appropriate intervals, 
must be instituted to prevent the 
decrease in funding levels and service 
as a reality of flat funding due to the 
continued rise of operational costs. 

Third, Ms. Williams proposed a 
demonstration project for CDC’s 
which blends funding for welfare 
reform, the homeless in transitional 
housing, and employment/training 
funding. 

Fourth was the proposal for a CDC 
Venture Capital Demonstration. This 
would be in the form of a flexible 
source of government or mixed govern- 
ment/private funding for CDC 
business ventures, not restricted to 
lienable assets, since better oppor- 
tunities in today’s economy lie in the 
service field, where fewer fixed assets 
are required for start-up. 

The funding source should be able to 
combine loans, grants, and on-going 
technical assistance. This source 
should have trained experts available 
to help the CDC develop a tenable 
business plan prior to the funding 
stage, and then help tailor a financial 
package specific to the proposed ven- 
ture. It would then stay involved in the 
operation of the venture, as to help 
foster its success (and thus protect the 
government’s investment). 

This type program it was suggested, 
must replace the current conventional 
approach based on typical commercial 
banker’s underwriting standards 
which require credit protection from 
the borrower prior to the loan, then 
leave the borrower to its own devices 
to repay the loan. 

The NCC Human Services Director 
then offered the cooperation of New 
Community in any way possible with 
the Congress, other CDC’s and the 
departments of government to develop 
these and other new approaches.

Hispanic Development Grant 


The Local Campaign for Human 
Development (CHD) of the Ar- 
chdiocese of Newark has awarded 
NCC’s Hispanic Development Office 
a grant of $6,000 to futher its efforts 
in its Leadership for Advocacy pro- 
grams.

The programs 
must be innovative and demonstrate 
achange from traditional approaches 
to poverty by attacking its basic causes 
and by effecting institutional change. 
It does not fund direct service projects.

Scott Joplin — 1868 to 1917 — King of Ragtime 


Scott Joplin, whose father was a 
slave, was born in Texas in 1868. The 
music style he developed was respon- 
sible for the recognition of ragtime as 
an original American musical form. 
He displayed a talent for music at an 
early age and was subsequently given 
free piano lessons by a local German 
music teacher. He left home as a 
teenager and became an itinerant 
pianist, playing in saloons and 
bordellos of Mississippi River towns 
then on to St. Louis, Chicago and 
Sedalia, Missouri where he settled in 
1894. He eventually made enough 
money to study harmony and composi- 
tion at a local black college. 

In 1897 he composed “Maple Leaf 
Rag” which was published in 1899. 
“Rag” was an instant success, rewar- 
ding Joplin with enough money to 
leave honkey tonks, marry and move 
to St. Louis where he taught and com- 
posed. In 1899 he wrote a long, 
choreographed song — “The Ragtime 
Dance” — and copyrighted his first 
opera — “A Guest of Honor” — both in 
ragtime. Unusual for their time, both 
were unsuccessful, but Joplin’s short 
ragtime continued to be in great 
demand. 

In 1907 Joplin moved to New York 


where he started work on 
Treemonisha, a folk Grand Opera. 
Publishers would not consider such a 
thing, let alone from a black composer 
from the honkey tonks. Because of 
racial prejudice it was inconceivable 
by the American musical establish- 
ment that any black individual could 
be associated with “serious” music. 
Joplin published it himself and went 
broke doing so. In 1916 in desperation 
he unsuccessfully staged a piano ver- 
sion in Harlem. 

For the next 55 years, Joplin’s name 
and music was kept alive by a small 
band of disciples but much of his music 
has been lost. In 1970, Nonesuch 
Records released a recording of 
Joplin’s rags on a classical label. The 
record pulled raves from critics of 
classical music. 

Ironically, the King of Rag died in 
poverty and without the recognition 
he felt he deserved, and was buried in 
an unmarked pauper’s grave in New 
York City’s Borough of Queens. It was 
not until 60 years after his death that 
his work was acclaimed when he 
received a posthumous Oscar from 
the Academy of Motion Pictures Arts 
& Sciences for music used in the movie 
The Sting in 1976.

Research Study Group Visits Spa 


Recently the New Beginnings Spa 
hosted a group of men and women from 
the University of Medicine and Den- 
tistry who were participants in Trial 
of Hypertension Prevention (T.0.H.P.)

After School Program Has Homelike Setting 


The NCC After School Program for 
School Age Children can be viewed as 
an extension of the young child’s home 
as it provides a comfortable home-like 
setting and safe environment while 
parents are working or in school. 

September 14th marked the opening 
of the Bruce Street site for 5-8 year 
olds, which now features a newly 
structured program with a freshly 
decorated facility that include four Ac- 
tivity Centers designed to promote the 
developmental needs of school age 
children. Registrations for a second 
site for pre-teens and teens are cur- 
rently underway and will offer a full 
range of activities. 

A typical day for our 5-8 year olds 
begins with a period of “free choice” 
and play upon arrival at the center, 
followed by rest and relaxation with 
a nutritious snack and a hot meal. 

The four Activity Centers are: a 
Nature Center to promote an ap- 
preciation and understanding of other 
forms of life;a Home Work Center for 
tutoring, completion of homework 
assignments and use of reference 
materials; an Arts Center which pro- 
motes all forms of creative expressions 
and learning and features a gallery 
and schedule of culturally enriching 
activities; anda Group Center where 
students engage in organized physical 
education activities and planning of 
group projects. 

The site also provides a “Quiet 
Area” for children to have time alone, 
to rest, study or just dream, and a full 
kitchen for cooking classes. 

Overall the program provides 
children with a consistent environ- 
ment through organization of space, 
materials, and tools which all con- 
tribute to their personal development 
and a strong sense of security and 
belonging.

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Vial Of Life: 

It’s Not Just 

For Seniors 
Anymore 


NC Social Services Workers routine- 
ly make arecord called Vial of Life for 
tenants who take prescription 
medicine. Information including vital 
statistics, emergency contacts, 
medical insurance, preferred physi- 
cians, pharmacies and hospitals, as 
well as past and present medical con- 
ditions, and medicines currently 
prescribed is recorded. 

This information sheet is put into 
small green bottles customarily kept 
in the patient’s refrigerator. Emergen- 
cy vehicle drivers know this, and fami- 
ly members are advised. 

While updating my records in Manor 
Families, Yolanda Farmer and I com- 
piled her Vial of Life. Several weeks 
later, she came into the Social Services 
office like a walking commercial for 
the Vial of Life Program. It seems that 
not too long after our visit, Yolanda 
passed out and someone called the am- 
bulance. Friends and neighbors 
gathered to help. They did not know 
what was wrong with Yolanda, nor 
what medicines she was taking. So- 
meone remembered the Vial of Life 
and gave it to the paramedics. The 
answers to all their questions were 
there: birth date, history, medications, 
etc. “I think it was a wonderful help, 
and you signed me up just in time,” 
marveled Yolanda. “I feel that all sick 
people should have a Vial of Life. The 
answers to all the questions the 
paramedics ask are right there. I 
thought the program was only for 
seniors.” 

Sometimes we at Social Services 
take for granted the benefit of things 
we routinely do. People like Yolanda 
Farmer describing their experience of 
a program’s effectiveness remind us 
how good our services really are.

through a series of tests and have en- 
dured intense training for which they 
attended K-9 University and graduate 
into their badges. 

Detective Donald Hurley, 
familiarized us with the duties of the 
Bomb Squad, a four (4) man unit, 
which services all of Essex County. 
Detective Hurley said that the squad 
averages 110 requests per year and 
averages 10 live devices per year. That 
is a large task for a force of four. This

This skill he 
demonstrated for us when he found a 
stick of dynamite which was hidden in- 
side a flower pot and buried. “Bruno” 
we learned has a very keen sense of 
smell. He was able to find % ounce of 
cocaine hidden very well. The item 
was inside a sealed box, wrapped ina

plastic baggie. That is one sharp nose! 
“Katie” is the finder of missing per- 
sons. This past year Katie was in- 
strumental in finding a senior who had 
wandered off and was lost for four days 
following a terrible storm. With 
Katie’s keen senses she was able to 
locate the frightened woman hiding 
under a porch. 

Each animal was extremely gentle, 
allowing the children time to touch 
each and ask questions about them 
and their various duties. 

All the dogs which are selected to be 
part of the K-9 Squad have passed 


is where the canines come into play in 
a large way. It is with their keen sense 
of locating bombs that the job of seek 
and find is made easier, cutting down 
on the amount of time spent searching 
out deadly devices. 


Detective Hurley had an elaborate 
display of almost 100 types of illegal 
fireworks and homemade bombs. 
Fireworks are illegal, although they 
are sold in some stores. Many serious 
injuries and even deaths are a result 
of “playing” with seemingly harmless 
fireworks. Many of the fifth graders 
present had stories to tell about friends 
and relatives having had bad ex- 
periences with fireworks. 

To demonstrate the type of equip- 
ment the bomb squad uses, one of the 
students tried on a 70 pound “bomb 
suit” — a suit which completely covers 
a person from head to toe. This will not 
prevent death from a bomb-like device 
but it will minimize the amount of in- 
jury sustained. 

Also attending to conduct 
demonstrations were Detectives 
David Hughes, David Machette, An- 
thony Melia and John Goode. 

Deputy Sheriff James DuBose was 
on hand to guide them through their 
presentation. Deputy DuBose is in the 
Narcotics Squad and is doing a 
wonderful job of coordinating efforts to 
make the city less burdened with drug 
trafficking. Many arrests have been 
made and there is sure to be a dif- 
ference which can be noticed in many 
of the wards. 

We wish to thank the Sheriff and his 
department for taking the time to 
come out to us in the community and 
put together such a fine workshop. 
This is a workshop which deserves to 
be repeated in the near future for more 
of our seniors and definitely for more 
of our youths.

Size, commonly thought of as a 
physical magnitude, extent, or bulk, 
arelative or proportionate dimension, 
is conventionaly identified by 
numbers. Bigger in size or quantity 
has sometimes mistakenly been taken 
to be synonymous with better in 
substance of quality. However, 
smaller in numbers may be greater in 
effectiveness. Judges 7:1-7 tells us how 
the Lord had Gideon reduce his army 
of thirty-two thousand men to three 
hundred water-lapping soldiers and 
conquer the  larger-in-number 
Midianites. 

There is a story about Jesus who sat 
opposite the treasury and saw how the 
people put money into the treasury. 
Many who were rich put in much. 
Then one poor widow came and threw 
in two mites, so He called His disciples 
to Him and said to them, “this poor 
widow has put in more than all those 
who have given much to the treasury; 
for they all put in out of their abun- 
dance, but she, out of her poverty, put 
in all she had, her whole livelihood.”
